Paris, June 17.—The big repara- 


tions struggle Is next on the calen- 
dar. 
The less Germany pays tho 


more bitter becomes her talk about 
reparations and It does not seem that 
Prance's chances ol collecting are 
«ny better than they were eighteen 
months ago. 


It is unnecessary to repeat the 


events which have led to the present 
crisis. Germany's reply ot May 31 


0l' promising what the reparations com- 


mission damanded was based on the 
hypothesis ol an International loan. 
The bankers' committee decided the 
loan was Impossible unless Germany's 
debt was reduced which France de- 
clines and which the treaty stipu- 
lates shall not be done excepting by 
unanimous vote ol the commission. 


OUTLOOK DUBIOUS. 


France's position, being 
founded 


on Germany's promises which, in 
turn, are based on the unrealized 
hypothesis certainly is not favorable. 
. For the present we are operating un- 


der the Cannes agreement which pro- 
vides lor only 720,000,000 gold marks 
annually and when Belgium's priority 
is .deducted there is little left for 
France. 


This whole business still Is being 


badly conducted. Take the casi ot 
the bankers for Instance. Their job is 
to sell securities to the public. They 
must consider whether their wares 
will please their customers. An ab- 
solute prerequisite Is a guarantee 


' of sufficient 
annual 
payments to 


meet the interest snd amortization. 
If this condition Is not fulfilled it 
Is useless to talk about a loan. 


LOAN IMPOSSIBLE. 


Tet the bankers were called to- 


gethr before any effort was made 
to compel Germany to arrange such 
\ annual payments. Naturally the bank- 


'ers decided a., loan was Impossible. 
When they suggested a reduction of 
ths debt they merely meant It's easi- 
er to borrow OT»« billion than ten 
•billions. Faced by these facts many 
Frenchmen are despairingly askins 
•whither we are trending? I myself 
'do not share this pessismlsm. 


Why? Because, 
considering 
the 


way the reparations 
matters have 


•been handled lor thirty months it 
•would be more astonishing if any re- 
Kult had been achieved. The -whole 
thing now must be undertaken anew 
with" certain difficulties that did not 
exist In -1920 biit which are by no 
means insurmountable.

As a 
senator, Mr. Harding resented ' the 
Idea ol presidential direction or in- 
timidation of Congress, The w^ola 
idea of "cracking the whip" over the'

The first car load of creosote of the 
season arrived in Decatur Friday 
night, was set Saturday morning and 
before night was sold. Another car 
load is on the way here and will ar- 
rive Tuesday. The first car load was 
told within a radius of thirty miles 
of Decatur going to a dozen differ- 
ent towns. 


Tha war on chinch bugs Is start- 


Ins earlier than it did last year and 
It Is hoped that It will be even more 
effective. The chinch bugs are now 


beginning their migrations from the 
wheat fields Into the corn fields. The 
wheat is beginning to ripen and 
the stalks are harder and less suc- 
culent than they were. This being the 
case the chinch bugs are beginning 
to move in numbers Into the adjacent 
corn fields. The wheat harvest will 
commence within a week and then the 
great migration of the bugs will set 
in. 


, EIGHT CAHS LAST YEAH. 
Eight car loads of creosote were 


sold by one Deeatur firm last year 
and billions of bugs were killed wltn 
it. No doubt the ravages of the chinch 
bugs were enormously lessened by 
this warfare conducted by the farm- 
ers but at that some oorn fields 
were totally destroyed.

that it was last year. Dealers held^off 
in placing their orders In the hope 
that it would be lower but finally 
bought at the old price. It is sold 
by the firm that is mainly handling 
it here only in barrel lots and only 
to the users.

"And when I crossed the place ^t was a wide stream, but when 1 


came back three weeks later the alum had shrunk the banks so that 
I could jump across," he said.
